Election/Restrictions

The reply filed on 04/01 /2003( Response to Restriction Requirement) is not fully 
responsive to the prior Office action because: Applicant has elected the polypeptide 
sequence of SEQ ID NO: 6. However, Applicant has elected a group of claims 1-14, 17, 
23, 27-29 drawn to a nucleic acid encoding a polypeptide. Applicant needs to elect a 
nucleic acid sequence encoding polypeptide of amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 6 
(which is SEQ ID NO: 5). The election of species in accordance with the restriction 
requirement is required, even though this requirement is traversed. Applicant is also 
required to identify which claims are readable on the elected species. See 37 CFR 
1.111. 

Since the above mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, to comply with the
